The business ability of the 
farmer is in no way more clearly 
indicated than by the condition 
of his tools, Allowing his good 
machines to remain in the field 
where last used or uncovered in 


“!the barnyard results in decay. 


Nothing so injures machinery as 
exposure to the weather. 

If an implement shed is not 
available, the machines should 
be assembled where they can be 
covered with temporary roofing, 
to keep off the snow and ice. 

Roofing is cheap. Any farmer 
can erect a frame work to carry 2 
roof, The two sides whence the 
storms approach should be closed 
The protection thus afforded will 
amply repay the owner, while as 
an additional advantage, he will 
be able to utilize spare time in 
cleaning and painting his imple- 
ments when close at hand and 
protected, which he could not do 
where they scattered over the 
farm, 


Unsafe Lanterns

COAL! 
A Croditable Composition 


The following is a composition 
on “Coal.” The subject was given 
to the children of the junior 
room by the teacher, Miss Irvine. 
There were some other excellent 
papers given in, but the one be- 
low, written by Elizabeth Mills, 
aged 9, in grade iii, was consid- 
ered to be the best on all puints : 

“Once upon a time the con- 
tinent of North America was 
covered with water it washed 
trees into swamps. They became 
matted together and after laying 
for many years formed into coal. 
Then men came with coal testers 
and found the coal, They put 
down shafts and begin to mine it. 
The miners go down into the 
mines in the: morning and stay 
there all day. Each miner has a 
small lamp fastened on his cap as 
it is dark in the mines. They 
pick the coal up in big lumps and 
is loaded into small cars drawn 
by a Donkey to the shaft and 
looded onto:small cars and hauled 
to the surface. It is then looded 
onto railroad cars and shipped to 
coal dialers to be sold to the 
people. They find coal in Col- 
man Frank-side Drum hiller and 
Edmonton. Coal is bought at 
Chinook six dollars for lump coal 
a ton.”

tion League, made public the results 
of a very extensive investigation made 
by him with regard to conditions in 
non-English settlements.  Kyveryone 
knows, of course, that many hundreds 
of Saskatchewan children are growing 
up with no education at all For ex- 
ample there are some 1,100 Commun- 
ity Doukhobors in northeastern Sas- 
katchewan, none .of whom send their 
chilaren to school. Hundreds of other 
children of non-«nglish-speaking par- 
entage, though feceiving a nominal 
schooling, generally in parochial 
schools, are receiving either no in- 
struction at all in English or else so 
little ag to be entirely inadequate. 
This state of affairs characterizes 
numerous districts where, despite the 
law of the land, no public schools are 
being maintained. For example, in the 
neigkborhood of Warman and Hague, 
Dr. Oliver found seventeen villages 
aud communities without any public 
schools. The inany hundred Mennon- 
ite children of these localities are de- 
pendant for their education on paroch- 
jal schools not at present subject to

In eight out of 
fourtezn schcols the teachers were 
Ruthenians and in many cases they 
were using their mother tongue freely 
to supplement the instruction in ing- 
lish. Of the 24 Ruthenian teachers in 
one inspectorate, the school inspector 
classified 6 as doing good work, 10 
fair, and 9 poor. - Of the 200 school 
districts in which the majority of the 
ratepayers are Ruthenian, 15 or 80 
employ Ruthenian teachers, less than 
a dozen of Whom hold professional cer- 
tificates.

| Field No. 1 is in alfalf, and yield- 
jed a total of 3 tons 512 pounds in the 
itwo enttings.

; the spring. This was the second year 
‘for this field. 
| Weld No. 2 produced 3,800 pounds 
'of cured red clover hay. The catch 
/Was a Very even one, but the yield

| ficent yield of 63 bushels per acre.

For instance, one has realized the 
great importance of protecting the sol- 
dier ‘against the humidity in .the 
trenches and preventing his getting 
frostbitten feet. The new organization 
already has sent out for trial some wa- 
ter tight overshoes which are said to 
give good service. Great supplies of 
socks, stockings and gaiters of the best 
material also have been shipped to 
those parts of the front where the sol- 
diers pass thelr entire days and nights, 
with hardly any interruption, in the 
trenches. 

Organize Club In Trenches. 

Many are the tales told of the pains 
taken to make the trenches fit to live 
in, thelr permanent character making 
{t worth while to spend some time and 
trouble in making them habitable. In 
one trench reserved for staff officers a 
bench was dug out all round and. two 
“tables” were left when the trench was 


THE 
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dug. This place Is the location of the 
“Troglodytes club.” The club hus a set 
of rules which probably afforded .more 
amusement when they were drawn up 
to the music of bursting shells than 
when read in cold blood In a quiet 
home. Here are the regulations: . 

First.—Members of the club are offi- 
cers who wish shelter from the rain or 
storms (including shells). 

Second.—Entry to the club Is forbld- 
den (a) to all who do not belong to the 
French army and (b) to German pro- 
Jectiles. 

Third.—Games of chance (bullets, 
shells, shrapnel) are rigorously forbid- 
den in the club's premises, They are 
only allowed outside, and preferably 
outside the artillery park altogether. 

Fourth.—Owing to special circum- 
stances exception {s made for the game 
of “battle’ (the French name for the 
card game “beggar my _  nelghbor”).

LTHOUGH In a great majority of 

the states of the Union Oct. 

12, the birthday of Christo- 

pher Columbus, the discoverer 

of America, is a legal holiday, little {s 

known of the personality of the great 
voyager. 

No one thought to paint a portrait of 
tne great discoverer of America when 
he was around to sit for it, so that a 
real conception of the man must be & 
Gomposite of sparse contemporary de- 
ecriptier and from a variety of pio- 


tures of the explorer from earller timos. 

Tho Columbus portraits are of three 
general types. The first and best cred- 
{ted group represents him with long, 
sinooth shaven face. The second 
shows the round face, some with and 
some without the dimple, about which 
historlans have gravely argued. The 
third includes all those which show 
him with a beard. 

The descriptions of Columbus fur- 
nished by his contemporaries are worth 
noting as a basis for a comparison of 
the pictures. One writer, Trivigiano, 
speaks of him thus: 

“Christopher Columbus, a Genoese, a 
man of tall and lofty stature, of a rud- 
dy complexion, of great intelligence 
and with a long face.” 

Oviedo, the historlan, was 4 youth 
at the time of the return of Columbus 
from his voyage, and, while he may 
have seen Columbus, his {dea of the 
explorer’s appearance Is prefaced by the 
statement that his description fs part- 
ly based on what he had heard from 
the mon of Columus’ natlon, He 


writes 


“He was of geod sinture and appeare 
ance, of more than medium height and 
with strong limbs, his eyes bright and 
his other features of good proportion, 
hig hair very red end his face some- 
what burned and freckled.” 

Another acquaintance of Columbus, 
Las Casas, the historian of the Indies, 
says: 

“His form was tall, above the medi- 
um; his face long and his countenance 
Imposing, his nose aqullino, his eyes 


iclear blue, hts complexion Hght, tend- 


{ng toward a decided red; his beard 
and hair were red when he was young, 
but which cares then had early turned 
white.” 

Finally there is the description of 
Christopher Columbus by his own son, 
Ferdinand, who might be supposed to 
know whereof he wrote:

he could ever have dreamed possible. 

“It is of course too much to bellove 
that even in the wildest sweep of his 
{magination he could have foreseen 
what we have witnessed. No seer was 
inspired with vislons keen enough to 
foretell how a great people would be 
developed {n the western world and 
how the destinies of other peoples 
would be influenced by the precept and 
example of the millions who were to 
set up and develop their institutions In 
the land discovered by Columbus.”

The interviews with Alexei Khvos- 


toff, the new minister of the interior 
for Russia, did not announce his pro- 
gram, but quoted a number of inter- 
esting and epigramuatic statements cs 
to his attitude on various questions. 
His appointment was due, he thinks, to 
his recent Duma speech about the ex- 
cess of German influence in Russian 
economic life. Reforms are necesRary, 
but their execution must be postponed 
until after the war. The prime nesae- 
sity for the moment is a strong and 
authoritative government. All efforts 
must be- devoted ty securing victory, 
and vietory means not only driving 
the enemy out of Russia; “our aim js 
Berlin,” sayg M. Khvostolf.

Labels Bearing the Words “Gott Strafe 
England” Are Non-mailable 

Postmaster-Generaul Buleson has. is 
sued an order excluding from the 
United States mails posteards and en: 
velopes regarded as of unneutral char 
acter. The order specifically ineludes 
ecards and envelopes to which labels 
have been applied bearing the words 
“Gott Strate England,” aud pictures 
denuneiatory of Germany's sinking of 
the Lusitania. The postmaster-gener: 
al's order was as follows: 

“Postmasters are directed to treat 
as non-mailable envelopes, postcards 
and so forth bearing stickers contain- 
ing the words or having printed on 
them the words “Gott Strate England,” 
ora picture of the German escuteheou 
With a red blot JabeHed “Lusitania.” 
inscribed as being not only unneutrai, 
but calculated to reflect upon certain 
glasses or persons,” 

Jt was said at the postoifice depart- 
ment that posteards and envelopes of 
the character described bad been 
found in big cities by postmasters and 
Post office inspectors, and that the 
question as to their mailable character 
had been referred to the department. 
An eximination of the postal laws 
and regulations was made with a view 
to determining whether the mailing of 
such envelopes and postcards could
